A. The great Po ver of Mufick over the Affecti- 
ons of the Mind 1s a Point that cannor be dilpurec, 
very few being free from the Intluence of it. 
There is no Paffion which the Mind of Man is 
Subject to which by proper Harmony may be ei- 


ther Heightened, Modecrated or tor the Pretfent 


allayed. And fince Devotion itfelf is greater or 
lefs in Men according to their Degrees of thole 
P fiers that conduce thereto. the Mufick that is 
wed in the Church whether Vocal or Inftruinental 


want no Apology. Every one may Experience 


that difference Kinds.of Mufick do Creare different 
Afections ard Difpoftions in the Mind. Some 
fort of Harmony inclines Men to Sorrow and Hea- 
Virelss another begets inthe Mind a Sweer Ala- 
cry and Serenity ; by one fort we find our telves 
ina grave Compofure ani Thoughtfulnels; by a- 
nother we are carried Extafies that fill the 
Mind with Celcftial Joy and Ravifhment. New 
When the Mind is in any of thele Difpofitions it is 
then fitreft for the Exercife of Piety and Devotion. 
For in Confeffiog of Sins there is required Sorrow 
and Contrition ot Mind ; in Petition for Bleffings 
there cught ro be a Chrertul Hope and Serenity ; 
In hearing the Word of God a grave Compoture 


and a profound Attention and Thoughrfulnefs is 
neceflary ; and in Contemplating the Wonders of | 
Divine Mercy and Goodnefs, and in a Thankful- 
nefs for them, how can there be lefs than Tranf- 
ports cf Joy and Admiration. And fince the whole 
Bufinefs of Devotion confifts in thefe four Particu- 
lars, and that the Efficacy and Virtue of thefe de- 
penus upon the already mentioned Di'pofirions of 
the Mind it is mamifeft how Subfervien: Mutick 
may be made ro the ends of Religion. And even 
laying afide the Matter or Words that go a- 
long wich ir, the very Harmony of Sounds being 
juttly Framed, and carried from the Ear to che 
Spiritual Faculties of the Soul has in ir a Native 
Force to bring ro a right and perfect Tem- 
per whatever 1s amifs in the Soul, and is indeed 
moft admirable in Edifying if nor the Underftand- 
ing (becaule it doth not Teach) yet certainly the 
Affections upon which it makes fuch fenfible Im- 
preffions, And if it does not Work thefe Effects 
by irs own proper Efficacy, ‘tis abfurd to think 


that a Man's Mind can by any Art or Inftruction 


be rendred capable of its Impreffions. The Truth 
is there may be as well an Unfitnefs in the Mufick 
as in the Hearer to prevent the Efficacy of ir. 
When the Mnfick of Ehurch is Wanton or Lighr; 
or Compofed with too much Curiofiry for an O- 
ftentation of Art, and is not Naturally Subfervientr 
ro thofe Impreffions which the Matter that goes 
along with it cught to leave, 1 rather hinders and 
difgraces, than adds any Beauty or Virtue to it. 
How Ancient the ufe of Inftrumental Mutick has 
been in the Church we do nor find. That it was 
Practifed by David, we need not inform the Que- 


rift ; and St. Bafil Teftifies, that was alfo in ule in 


the Primitive Church of Christ, as an Ornamenr 
to Divine Service, and a Help to Devotion,

A. This is indeed a common Maxim amongtt 
Coachmen, tho’ it is neither confiftent with the 
Principles of Mechanicks, nor yet, (we believe ) 
with Experience. Notwithftanding the Realon 
which the Querift gives againft it is nor juft. For 
tho’ the Coach does hang upon the Carridge, yet 
the Wheels, to which it moft inclines, or to which 
ic is neareft, muft neceffaeily {uftain a greater weight 
than the other: For itis a known Propofition in 
Mechanics, That if a Beam lying in a Horizonral 
Pofition, and every where of an equal Gravity, 


has areach End a Fu'ciment or Prop to fuppore.

rwo Fulciments will be preffed. by this Weight, in
